A Hereas the Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie out of His Princely care of 


che generall quiet, pꝛoſperity, and good of all Hislouing Subietts of all and 


© || euery His Realmes and Domintons, hath an equall reſpect and fauour to 

thoſe His Subietts of Ireland, as to thoſe of — — and bpon all tuſt occaſi- 
lons, is, and will be ready and willing to txpꝛeſle the ſame ,and His Male ſtie 
tonteiuing that there is no ſtronger motiue to innite His Subietts of that 


Realme to ſubmitthemſelnes willingly to the Lawes, to entertaine peace, 
and confoꝛme themſelnes to ciutlity , induſtry, and good oꝛder, noꝛ better 
meanes to make them opulent, rich, and happy. then by the all ſetling

Hts Mateſties gracious pleaſure therefoze is, and ſo hee doeth by this His Kopall Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion declare the lame, That if anyof his Sublects of His ſayd Realme of Ireland, doe, 02 ſhall 


tonceiue, oz feare their Eſtates 02 poſſeſſions to bee ſubiett to his Mateſties iuſt aduantage in 
Law oz equity, They, befoze the firſt day of September next enſutng, are either in perſon, oz by 
their Attourncys, 02 Agents ſufficiently authoꝛiſed and inſtructed by them,to make their repair: 
into this Realme of England, where they ſhall finde his Maieſties Commiſſioners ready to en⸗ 
tertame their ſeuerall Suites, and to whom ik they ſhall reſozt, they may attoꝛding to their 
ſeuerall Caſes, ſettle and ſecure ſuch their Eftates and poſſeſſions as ſhall be defectine oꝛ doubt⸗ 
full, actoꝛding to ſuch inſtructions as his Pateſtie ſhall giue to His Commiſſioners to that pur- 


poſe, and vpon ſuch reaſonable and gractous conditions, as the laid Commiſſioners in their good 
diſcretions (hal thinke fit, (Without pzetudicing any = future Plantations as ſhall be luſt 
02 the ſafety and benefit of the Countrey, 


and honourable foz his Maieſtie to pzoceede in) and 
and (hall ſtand with the —— the leuerall Caſes ofſuch as ſhall become ſuitoꝛs, wherem 


ſhall be recctued to make their finall peace and ſettlement of their Eſtates and poſſeſſions, eit 
foꝛ a reaſonable Compoſition in money, oz new increaſe of Rent, and other Seruices, 02 fo: 
both, as ſhal be thought fitteſt,and be agreed vpon; and withal what (hal be paſt vpon this Com- 
miſſion , his Maieſtie doeth hereby declare, that Hee will bee pleaſedto giue His Royall aſſent, 
aſwell to confirme the ſame at the next Parliament to bee Holden foz that Kingdome; As allo 
that the Statute of Vicchimo primo lacobi Regis, made heere in England, foz limiting His Highneſſe 
Title to ſixty yeeres, ſhall bee then enacted there, but the ſame to extend onely foꝛ the benefit of 
the Patentees that ſhall paſſe vpon the ſayd Commiſſion, and that all ſpeede ſhall bee made fo 
the diſpatching of all the pze miſſes vpon the ſayd Commiſſion , ifthey His ſayd Subietts of lrc- 
land (hall bee fozward on their parts therein, to the end that the Parliament there may the ſoo⸗ 


ner begin, 

But his Maieſtie doeth further declare His Ropall pleaſure by this His P2oclamation, that 
Hee will take his tuſt aduantages againſt allſach perſons as ſhall neglett, by the time pzefired, to 
repapꝛe hither, and in connenient time after to compound foz — Lands bpon the 
ſayd Commiſſion, and vpon ſuch neglect his Mateſtte reſolnes to diſpole thereof toꝛ His beſt pꝛo⸗ 
fit, either to ſuch perſons as ſhall be Suitoꝛs foz the ſame, o2 otherwile at His pleaſure. 

And Hee doeth alſo by this his publike Declaration ſtraitly charge and command, that vntill 
theſayd firſt day of September, and after as long as the ſayd Commiſſion ſhall bee d 
heere fo: this ſeruice. No perſon oꝛ perſons do pꝛeſume to make ſuit vnto his Highneſle foz Gzants 
oꝛ Confirmations of Eſtates of any Lands oz Hereditaments, oꝛ other matter touching his Eſtate 
oꝛ Renenue within that Realme, noꝛ paſſe any of the pzemiſſes but vpon the ſayd Commiſſion.
